The second fatal accident occurring 
on the main street of South San 
Francisco within three days cost the 
life of Ai Courtland Kfiox, fireman at 
the plant Of the Wp»t§rp Meat Com¬ 
pany,- Tuesday. Th trylnfMlv avoid a 
collision with a truck at the corner of 
San Bruno road and Grand avenue, 
Knox, who was riding a motorcycle, 
swung Ills machine off the pavement, 
with the result that he was hurled to 
the cement curb and sustained injuries 
from which he died at the South San 
Francisco Hospital that evening. 

Knox, who was a young man and 
single, lived in the Crocker-Amazon 
Tract near Daly City with Ills uncle 
and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. J. E. Walker. 
He rode to his work dally on a moto- 
cycle, and was on his way to the plant 
Tuesday morning at about 7 o’clock 
when the fatal accident occurred. As 
he approached the corner of San 
Bruno and Grand avenue, traveling at 
a rapid rate, a truck, also traveling 
fast, turned on Grand from San 
Bruno. In order to avoid a collision, 
Knox jerked his motorpycle quickly

Though some circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the death of Pannattierl; * 
pointed to the theory of suicide, the c 
evidence produced at the inquest was | 1 
sufficient to convince the jury that 1 
the man died through accident. D. M. ' 
Mathes, inotorman of the car that ‘ 
crushed out Pannattieri’s life, stated 8 
he did not see the man until too late * 
to stop the car. He said the doomed * 
man appeared suddenly out of the 1 
darkness and seemingly fell on the ‘ 
track directly before the car, the front 1 
trucks of which passed over him be- 1 
fore It could be stopped. 

I Matthew Hechin of 666 Commercial ; 
avenue testified that he saw Pannat-, < 
tleri walk into the street, apparently : 
intending to cross in front of the car, 1 
then fall in its path.. ! ] 

So firmly was the man’s body 
wedged under the heavy trucks that a ; 
wrecker had to be brought out from 
the city to raise the car before It' 
could be liberated. 

Pannattieri had lived in South San 
Francisco at 643 Baden avenue for 
about eight months. Before that time 
he had lived on a ranch near by for 
ten years. Recently he sold the ranch. 
He wa 2 39 years of age and left a wife 
and three small children. The funeral j 
took place Tuesday afternoon from 
the Nieri undertaking parlors, with 
1 Interment in the Italian Cemetery.

UNCLE DICK WOOTTON, “KEEP. 
ER OF THE GATE IN 
MOUNTAINS”

Itichens Lacy Wootton his parents 
m Virginia named him at his birth in 
1816; Young Dick Wootton his com¬ 
panions In Ceran St. Vraln’s trading 
outfit called him in 1836 when he 
Joined them on the Santa Fe trail as 
a teamster, but as Uncle Dick Woot¬ 
ton, the "keeper of tiie gate In the 
mountains,” he was best known to 
every trapi>er, fur trader and Indian 
fighter In the West. 

Wootton’s Inexperience made him 
the' butt of many a Joke among St. 
Train's veterans, and one Incident did 
not add greatly to his reputation 
among them. One night when the 
train had been corralled as usurI In a 
circle, young Wootton was posted as a 
guard, with orders to fire at any mov¬ 
ing object outside the corral. After 
some hours he saw a form moving 
about nearby, and promptly opened 
fire. The traders, awakened by his 
shot, rushed out, to find that young 
Dick had killed one of their mules 
which had wandered out of the cor¬ 
ral. Dick soon lived down ids blun¬ 
der, however, by his courage In a fight 
with a hand of Comanches a few days 
later. Ue^e Wootton killed his first 
Indian. 

Wootton became a trapper aad trad¬ 
er, und had many a hard battle with 
the Indians in his wanderings. He 
won the undying friendship of the 
Arnpahoes, however, by saving the life 
of an Arnpaho woman who was lost 
In a blizzard. They called him “Cut 
Hand,” because he had lost two fin¬ 
gers from one hand in a boyhood ac¬ 
cident. 

Ducing the Mexican war Wootton 
served as a scout for Col. William 
Doniphan, and once was asked to car¬ 
ry dispatches back to Santa Fe 
through a country swarming with hos¬ 
tile Indians and enemy troops. He 
was offered an escort but refused it, 
saying he could make it better alone. 
He accomplished the perilous tnsk, 
and received the highest praise from 
Doniphan for his feat. 

In Ills Inter years Uncle Dick Woot¬ 
ton. as he now was called, settled lu 
Raton pass, on the border line of Col¬ 
orado and New Mexico. 

When the Santa Fe railroad built 
its line through Raton pass, one of 
the biggest locomotives was named 
“Uncle Dick" in honor of Wootton. i

Consider that two newspapers are before you. The headings to the news 
articles on the Arst page of one paper are modest. A sensational "scare head” 
fc> big type stretches across the first page of the other paper. 

Which one will you read first? 

Nine people out of ten will make a dive for the sensational sheet, because 
Acre is a chance for a thrill. They may question the accuracy of its state¬ 
ments, but they will read it. 

That is a condition which faces the newspaper field today—a condition 
which the country press Is combatting daily at a financial sacrifice. 

This is an age of thrills, and the public demands to be properly thrilled, 
especially in the large centers of population. If the editor doesn’t come 
across with his thrills the people do not come across with their money. 

Take the Fatty Arbuckle case. 

The legitimate news element in that unsavory mess could have been con¬ 
tained In a column article. Instead, the daily press devoted page after page 
to It, dwelling at length upon every little insignificant incident. Nothing was 
emitted. It was indecent, therefore it was thrilling, and in demand. 

A rich man and his wife returned from Europe. They were estranged. 
Isomedlately the fact was spread over the flrBt page of their home papers, and 
columns were devoted to a vulgar display of theil unhappiness. 

Why? Not because the editor glories in that sort of thing especially. He 
knows it is the kind of stuff the people of his city want. It is the stuff that 
■ells his papers. It is nauseating, debasing, therefore thrilling and in 
demand. 

The poor devil of a city editor is not entirely to blame for this condition. 
He depends upon his salary to feed his family, and his salary is forthcoming 
only as long as he makes good on his Job. If he doesn’t kick In with the stuff 

he 1s kicked out into the street. 

The local paper does not resort to such practices. It would not be toler- 
crated in a small community such as ours, especially if it referred to our own 

feople. 

Then, too. our local people, or many of them, may read the thrillers con¬ 
cerning other people in other communities, but they are not properly educated 
4ewn to the point of dragging their own relatives and friends through the 
atfre of sensational publicity. 

It ts an age of thrills, but our own must be exempt.

THE SHOSHONE DAM 

A MONG the greHt Irrigation dams 
erected under the supervision of 
the re<4amatlon service of the De 
partment of the Interior, the Shoshone 
hns a distinct individuality. It Is 
located nine mlle.s west of Cody, 
Wyoming, on the road to Yellowstone 
park. 

If you enn conceive of a trlangular- 
sliaped wedge of concrete .328 feet 
high. 200 feet wide at the top, 108 
feet thick at the base, tapering to 10 
feet at the crest, placed between two 
mountains so as to close the canyon 
of a river, you can gain some idea of 
this tnastodonlc structure. 

Now, imagine a lake of stored-up 
water, 10 tulips long, with a maximum 
width of four tulles and u maximum 
depth of 238 feet behind this dam; 
then. In front of it a spill-way hearing 
a strong resemblance to a section of 
Niagara falls, and stretching away in 
the distance hundreds of thousands of 
acres of land covered with an abund¬ 
ance of crops, peopled with hHppy in¬ 
habitants and here and there a bus¬ 
tling village. There you have a pic¬ 
ture of one of Uncle Sam's great irri¬ 
gation projects. 

Remember that before the water 
was brought to tills thirsting land, 
sage brush and prairie dogs were 
among the principal crops, then— 
presto “The desert blossomed as the 
rose," and you’ll understand why your 
govemmefU expended $1,.354,000 on 
the dam alone.

People are actually leaving other more progressive tax-collecting com- 
atunfties and flocking to Salem where tak-gathering lias been shackled.—

In a Cuban 

(Prtpartd by the National Geographic So- 
ctety, Washington, D. C.) 

Cuba, which Immediately following 
the World war climbed to heights of 
prosperity seldom attained by any 
other small country, has passed now 
into the valley of hard times; and the 
reason in both cases was the same— 
sugar. For though the Island's annual 
tobacco harvest is very valuable and 
though It has many other potential, 
if undeveloped, resources, It is hardly 
overemphasizing the Importance of 
sugar production to say that Cuba is 
a one-crop country. When European 
and Eastern sugar was unobtainable 
prices soared skyward and Cuba not 
only cashed In heavily on her usual 
production but feverishly Increased 
her cane acreage and sugar mills. Now 
that sugar from the eastern hemis¬ 
phere Is reaching the world markets 
while Europe has little buying power, 
sugar prices have fallen to-low levels 
and Cuba is finding her war increased 
crop a drug on the market. Financial 
gloom has followed upon the heels of 
a most hectic prosperity, “as the night, 
the day." 

Sugar-cane Is grown by three classes 
of planters In Cuba. Perhaps the 
major part of the crop Is grown by 
share farmers, or “colonos,” as they 
are called. The owners of the sugar 
mills furnish them with a given num¬ 
ber of acres of laud to plant and give 
them an agreed share of the sugar 
they produce. 

They Made Money Rapidly. 

The next class Is composed of the 
land-owning farmers, who grow their 
own cane and have It ground on 
shares, after the fashion of the rural 
grist mill. The remainder of the cane 
Is grown by the owners of the mills 
themselves. At some centrals the 
‘‘administration" cane, as that grown 
under "central" management Is known, 
amounts to only 4 per cent of the 
total; at others It amounts to 90 p* r 
cent. 

Even the share farmer, at pre-war 
prices, made money. According to 
“Cuba Before the World,” the official 
handbook of the republic at the Pan¬ 
ama-Pacific exposition, when sugar 
was selling at 2.62 cents a pound, his 
share of the sugar brought him, on 
the ba8ls of twelve sacks to the acre, 
a return of from $46 to $51 per acre. 
When one remembers that the selling 
price of sugar in 1920 was from four 
to six times as high as before the war, 
the slxe of the per-acre Income at the 
high tide of prices Is apparent. 

Boom In 8ugar Lands. 

A great deal of the cane land pro¬ 
duces much more sugar to the aero 
than the modest twelve bags that 
formed the basis of the calculations 
cited from “Cuba Before the World." 
According to figures furnished by the 
Cuban department of agriculture, much 
land produces 22 bags to the acre. 
This, at 15 cents a pound, brings a 
gross return of more than $1,000 an 
acre. 

These conditions brought about an 
unprecedented boom In sugar lands. 
One sugnr estate, which was bought 
about 1917 for $3,000,000, sold In Jan¬ 
uary 1020 for $9,500,000. Another 
which was valued at aboat $6,000,000 
a few years before, changed hands at 
$15,000,000. 

Numerous new "centrals" were built, 
all capitalized on the basis of earn¬ 
ings during the early months of 1920. 
Thousands of American capitalists In¬ 
vested in these flourishing enterprises. 

How Cuba's receipts from sugar ex¬ 
panded Is shown by the fact that the 
1915 crop brought a total return of 
less than $200,000,000, while two-thirds 
of the 1920 crop (one-third remains 
unsold) brought $400,000,000. 

Production Cheaper There. 

Cuba has the advantage of every 
country in producing sugar cheaply. 
Most countries have to plant every 
two years and some of them every 
•oason, but the average in Cuba is 
once*in from 7 to 12 years. 

In most parts of the island the 
harvesting season is six months long 
—from December to June; but in 
some sections the harvest lasts from

the first of December to the first ot 
October. The fields are so planted in 
the first place that ‘each month of the 
grinding season produces its own 
crop of mature cane. Here Is a group 
of fields where the new crop has Just 
sprouted; over yonder another group 
where the cane Is half grown; and 
on farther Is a group where harvest- j 
lng operations are iu full swing. 

How th« Crop Is Harvested. 

In harvesting, the cane-cutters first 
strip the blades from the stalk; then 
they cut off the upper part of the 
latter, which is worthless except for 
replanting, since what Juice it con¬ 
tains possesses very little sugar. One 
of the strange things about sugar-cane 
is that the sap of the growing plant 
has little sugar, while In the mature 
stalk the juice Is rich In sucrose. The 
action of the sun’s rays seems to 
transform glucose Into sucrose—a 
transformation that cannot be accom¬ 
plished by human means. If man 
knew how to do that, every cornfield 
would be a sugar field. 

The main body of the stalk Is cut 
down and loaded Into the ox-carts. 
In these U Is hauled to the field sta- 
' tlon and placed In the waiting cars. 
Each car contains about twenty tons 
and each train Is made up of thirty 
cars. This makes 600 tons of cane 
to the tratnload, and eight to ten 
trmlnloads a day are required to keep 
one of the bigger centrals In opera¬ 
tion for 24 hours. The big United 
Fruit central at Preston requires the 
crop from 250 acres evtery day to 
keep It busy. Imagine a field three- 
fifths of a mile square being harvest¬ 
ed between sunup and sundown to 
keep one central going! 

At the mills the cars of cane are 
dumped on an endless belt which car¬ 
ries It to the crushing rolls. Each 
set of rolls the cane passes through 
presses It harder than the one before. 
The last set may exert a pressure of 
a million pounds, and when the 
“bagasse," as the crushed cane Is 
called. Issues from them It Is almost 
as dry as tinder It Is carried by con¬ 
veyors to the fire-boxes of the boilers, 
where It Is used as fuel in generating 
the steam that drives the big mills 
and bolls the cane Juice. The stream 
of crushed cane flows through the 
last set of rolls at a speed of seven 
miles a day. 

Making the Sugar. 

After the Juice is freed of sediment 
it is pumped In the evaporators, where 
about half of the water Is boiled out 
of It. 

The next step In the making of 
sugar Is to draw the thick Juice Into 
the vacuum pans. Here It comes Into 
contact with hot steam coils and bolls 
at a very low temperature because of 
the absence of atmospheric pressure. 
As the boiling proceeds, the sugar 
crystallizes into small grains. 

The sugar and the adhering sirup 
are finally removed to a centrifugal 
machine that acts somewhat on the 
principle of a cream separator. 
Placed inside a perforated basket 
and whirled around at from 1,000 fb 
1400 revolutions a minute, all of the 
sirup is forced out through the per¬ 
forations, while the crystallized sugar 
remains behind. 

This sirup is boiled again and the 
process is repeated until all the avail¬ 
able sweetness has been extracted. 
The remaining liquor Is the "black¬ 
strap” molasses of commerce. 

A ton of sugar-cane yields four and 
one-half gallons of blackstrap mo¬ 
lasses, and one gets a good Impres¬ 
sion of the Immensity of the Industry 
when, on a single day’s rail Journey, 
he meets a dozen solid trains of some 
forty big tank cars each, every car 
full to the dome with blackstrap. 

After sugar has come from the 
centrifugals It goes to the bagging 
room where It Is put Into bags that 
hold 325 pounds each. These are 
hauled In tralnltfads to the docks and 
shipped to the United States, where 
the big refineries remove the impur¬ 
ities and transform the sugar from 
dirty yellow to Immaculate white.
